June 12th, Dean Pinlay's 
residence was forcibly entered by a large nti 

r of men, many of whom were armed. They 
ordered the Dean and his wife and the servants 
out of the house. Mre. Finley and the servants 
were escorted by somes of the men to a house 
about a mile distant. Before they were taken 
away Mrs, Finlay asked where her husband 
was, and the reply was that he was “ All 
right.” The house and furniture were cet on 
fire, and all was destroyed. The dead body 
of the Dean, clad only in his nightdress, was 
found lying on the graesin front of the house, 
which was then in fuine. He had a large 
wound on the back of his head which caused 
his death. Mr. W. H. Halpin. solicitor, made 
an affidavit, in which he stated that on the 
15th of September, 1916, he took instructions 
for the deceased’s will, and the will was duly 
executed by the deceased on the 28th Sep- 
tember. By that will the testator left all 
bis real and personal ecetate- to his wife for 
her own use absolutely, The will was retained 
by the Dean and he (Mr. Halpin) kept a 
copy of it. Subsequent to the execution of 
the will Mr. Halpin bad had frequent inter- 
views with the Dean in connection with his 
property and affairs. 6 never mada any 
suggestion as to altering or revoking his will. 
No trace of the will or other papers could be 
found in the ruins of the house. “he 
céased’a personal estate was very woall 
it was necessary to the grant as soon 
possi ble.
